Mattingly Statement. 


Mattingly’s statement follows: 

“I am heartily in favor of the 
roposed new city charter. I be- 
lieve the adoption of this charter 
is the most important business 
before the people at this time. I 
believe, further, that its adoption 
transcends any partisan political 
views any of us may have and 
it is the one thing in which all 
of us can join for the future of 
our city and the greater . good

“No community can remain 
stagnant without paying the pen- 
alty in loss of population, loss of 
taxes and in deterioration of its 
government. 

“The new charter is not a per- 
fect document, but I believe it is 
one which can be supported by 
every citizen of St. Louis since it 
received a year of study by the 
Board of Freeholders. I intend 
to support the new charter and 
to work for its adoption. 

“St. Louis is one of the finest 
communities in the nation. We 
should all work to make it even 
better.”

In Chicago, Arthur J. Glover, 
president of the union, rejected 
the president’s appeal. He said 
he would order the 1500 strikers 
back to work “when and if the 
government seizes the profits of 
the railroad as well as the Jabor 
of free men.’ 

It is not possible, under exist- 
ing law, to “seize the profits” of 
a company, as Glover demands. 

“The President. has said the 
United States is not at war,” Glo- 
ver said. 

“Is the Democratic President of 
a Democratic country now saying 
that no railroad union can con- 
duct a legal strike in peacetime?” 

The government went ahead 
with the seizure, however. Frank 
C. ‘Pace Jr., ‘Secretary of the 
Army, who conferred with Tru- 
man before the order was an- 
nounced this morning, named 
Maj. Gen. Frank A. Heileman, 
army chief of transportation, as 
director of operations of the 
seized road. 

Heileman, a former St. Louisan, 
is an Army career man who 
joined the Missouri National 
Guard in 1916. He has had no 
direct railroad experience. 

Army Duties Under Order. 

Under the President’s order the 
Army has the duty of protecting 
the railroad and its workers and, 
if necessary, providing military 
manpower to operate it. Pace 
appealed for co-operation of man- 
agement and labor, and said the 
Army would use both military 
and civilian experts in operating 
the road. 

The switchmen’s union previ- 
ously had called off its strike 
against four other large western 
and midwestern roads, but con- 
tinued the walkout, which began 
June 25 over a demand for five 
days’ work at six days’ pay, on 
the Rock’ Island. 

The seizure, particularly in 
view of the Korean situafion, had 
been forecast by the president at 
his press conference on Thurs- 
day, when he said the strike had 
been brought about by a very 
strong minority of the switchmen,

Announcement Coincides 


With Report Russia Is 
Sounding Out Britain 
on Peace,

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
President Truman today named 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur to the 
unprecedented post of Supreme 
Commander for United Nations 
forces fighting the Communists in 
Korea. MacArthur was directed 
to fly the blue and white U.N. 
flag. 

The action coincided with re- 
ports from Europe that Russia 
may be interested in trying to 
end the Korean clash—or, con- 
trarily, may be manuvering to 
raise false hopes In the West. 

The two developments sharply 
revived the diplomatic side of the 
Korean situation, and this pre- 
sumably figured in an hour-long 
conference which Truman had 


with Secretary of State Dean} 


Acheson before making the Mac- 
Arthur announcement. 

The reports of diplomatic activ- 
ity in Moscow came from London. 
They grew out of a meeting 
Thursday between Deputy For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
and British Ambassador Sir David 
Kelly. 

British Request. 


Britain had asked several days 
earlier that the Russians inter- 
vene in Korea to restore peace— 
a polite way of suggesting that 
the Kremlin call off the North 
Korean Communists. According 
to today’s London report, Gromy- 
ko is supposed to have asked 
Kelly what Britain thought Rus- 
sia might do. Thus he apparently

Population of 5 Boroughs Put at 
7,841,610; Greater London 
Is 8,390,941. 

NEW YORK, July 8 (UP)—New 
York has lost its fight to replace 
London as the biggest city in the 
world, census figures showed 
today. ‘ 

A prelimina y population count 
for New York’s five boroughs 
shows the population to be 7,841,- 
610, an increase of 5.1 per cent 
over 1940. Greater London ‘has 
8,390,941 persons. 

New York's metropolitan area, 
which includes part of lower New 
York state and upper New Jersey, 
has a population of 15,540,697, 
Zola Bronsog, census area super- 
visor, reported. 


264,711 Registered Under 
1948 Law — 42,282 in 
1-A in Incompleted 
Canvass. 


Missouri’s 129 draft boards to- 
morrow will begin the job of 
classifying all of the 264,711 
young men between the ages of 
18 and 26 years who have regis- 
tered under the 1948 draft law, 
Brig. Gen. John A, Harris, Adju- 
tant General of Missouri and 
State Selective Service Director, 
announced yesterday following 
receipt of instructions a 
Washington. 

A message received at the Ad- 
jutant General’s office in Jeffer- 
son City from Maj. Gen, Lewis 
B. Hershey, National Director of 
Selective Service, contained no 
call for men, but directed that 
the state’s draft boards be placed 
on immediate operational status. 
Gen. Harris said the Missouri 
boards, including nine in St. 
Louis and three in St. Louis 
county, have continued to oper- 
ate, and are prepared to function 
fully as soon as the necessary em- 
ployes are returned to duty. 

Office Help Authorized. 

Gen. Hershey’s message au- 
thorized the employment of cler- 
ical help, which had been re- 
deced, to dccelerate the classifi- 
cation of registrants and bring 
lists up.to date in anticipation of 
a probable call for men. “Be- 
ginning Monday morning my of- 
fice will stimulate the state 
boards to carry out the order,” 
Gen. Harris said. 

Of the 264,711 Missourians 
registered, 42,282 have so far 
been classified 1-A. Following 
the reduction in clerical help 
classification of all of the 18- 
year-olds registering was not 
completed. The first job of the 
draft boards is to finish this 
work, Gen. Harris said. 

Gen. Harris stated previously 
that Missouri can deliver men for 
training in from 30 to 60 days fol- 
lowing receipt of the instructions 
from Gen. Hershey. The addi- 
tional classffication will increase

KOREA, July 8 (AP)—Wounds, 
never pleasant, seem to pain more 
deeply when a battle goes poorly 
than when it goes well, The pain 
was deep today.

many we left behind. We left! 
some of those poor kids... .” 

The pain showed in the voice | 
of Pvt. John Easterling, 19, of | 
Akron, O., a lanky machine-gun- | 
ner who stayed at his gun alone 
after 14 hours fighting, to cover 
the withdrawal of his outfit. 
Wincing as a doctor gently treated 
a wound in his leg, Easterling 
said with great weariness: 

“What could we do? One ma- 
chine gun and 50 riflemen against 
a regiment. They just kept com- 
ing out of the hills.” 

Clutching a cigarette, Easter- 
ling raised on his stretcher and 
pointed to a building 20 yards 
away. 

“They were that close, all 
shooting at us with automatic 
weapons. But we can lick them if| 
we have the stuff, easy,” he said. | 

The doctor soothed him, “For 
a man who has walked eight 
miles with a hole in his leg you 
are doing all right,” he _— 
Easterling. 

Outside, a mud-splattered am- | 
bulance lumbered to a halt.

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
The Army announced today “an 
immediate call for enlisted re- 
servists to volunteer for extend- 
ed active duty for a minimum of 
one year or for such longer pe- 
riod as may be required.” 

The Navy issued a_ similar 
statement, saying it would accept 
applications for a minimum of 
six months service and that offi- 
cers and enlisted men volunteer- 
ing could be guaranteed 12 
months of active duty if desired. 

The Army announcement also 
urged medical reserve officers to 
“apply without delay” for active 


“A voluntary recall program 
for a limited number of reserve 
officers will be announced short- 
ly,” the Army said. 

The Army announcement said 
that enlisted reservists will be 
recalled in their reserve ranks. 

Reservists “most urgently 
needed,” the Army said, “include 
radar, radio, tank and _ anti- 
aircraft-artillery mechanics: en- 
gineer heavy equipment opera- 
tors, cryptographic technicians 
and’ engineer construction spe- 
cialists.” 

Earlier defense officials re- 
ported the first loading of F-51 
Mustang fighters aboard ship for 
the Far East.

An advanced American head- 
quarters spokesman said a “touch- 
and-go” battle was raging around 
Chonar with the Americans 
striking in a series of raiding

Front dispatches earlier said 
the Americans, who have been 
racing up to the front since yes- 
terday, were accompanied by long 
convoys of tanks and artillery. 
However, there was no indication 
the tanks and artillery accompa- 
nied the troops into action in 
the attack around Chonan. 
“American hadquarters has ab- 
solue confidence in victory and 
we are gratified with the action 
of our inexperienced troops,” the 
spokesman told United Press Cor- 
respondent Rutherford Poats at 
advanced American headquarters 
in Korea, 


“Building Up in Strength.” 


“Reinforcements, including ar- 
mor, are moving up to the front 
and we are building up in 
strength.” 
This afternoon’s communique 
said an American battalion had 
been cut off in a town near 
Chonan, and initial efforts to re- 
lieve it had been unsuccessful. The 
communique said the battalion 
was one of two which fought the 
Communists in an all-night battle 
in the Chonan area which lasted 
until yesterday morning. Head- 
quarters had received no verifi- 
able information on the battalion 
for more than 24 hours. 
The communique, obviously be- 
hind reports from the front, said 
Korean Reds kept up frontal pres- 
sure with two or three divisions, 
possibly 18,000 men, on the Chon- 
an front where the two American 
battalions, totaling possibly 1000 
men were engaged. 
South Koreans on the east 
flank counterattacked and tem- 
porarily blunted the advance of 
the tank-led Northern forces in 
the Umsong-Chungju area, 31 air 
miles northeast of Chonan, the 
communique said. 
Two .or three additional tom- 
munist divisions were battling in 
the Umsgon-Chungju sector. The 
communique said the South's 
counter-attack was successful al- 
though the Southerners were out- 
numbered. 
Naval Bombardments. 

On the East Coast, United 
States and British naval units 
made mass bombardments of the 
Samchok area, 40 miles south of 
the North-South border. It was 
here that the Reds landed from 
the sea early in the invasion. 
In the Chonan battle the first 
clash between the green Ameri- 
cans and the experienced Com- 
munist invaders apparently took 
place south of that important rail 
hub abandoned by weary and bat- 
tle-decimated American forces 
yesterday after a 20-hour fight 
with North Korean tanks. 

Chonan is only 36 miles north 
of the provisional capital of Tae- 
jon. Before the spokesman dis- 
closed that the battle had started, 
front reports said huge move- 
ments of ‘tanks, guns and fresh 
troops had been flowing toward 
the front since late yesterday. 

The Communists apparently 
were set to meet any American 
counter-offensive.

Appropriations for the Atomic 
Energy Commission, he ex- 
plained, usually include authority 
to make contracts which involve 
future payments only. A _ hasty 
reading of the bills, he said, gives 
the impression that this authority 
is cash for spending in the cur- 
rent year.

Alternatives Facing U.S. 

From here it looks as if the 
Chinese Communists’ calling, of 
the American hand faces the 
United States with the following 
rough alternatives: 

1, It can withdraw its fleet 
from Formosa strait and avoid in- 
tervention in the Chinese ‘civil 
war. 

2. It can eliminate Chiang’s re- 
gime and attempt to work toward 
a more peaceful settlement of 
the future of Formosa. 

3. It can prepare for general 
war in this area. 

The scale of Chinese Commu- 
nist preparations suggests that 
the United States Seventh Fleet 
may not be sufficient to protect 
Formosa and that American 
ground forces might also be 
needed. 

Chinese Communist prepara- 
tions for invasion of Formosa 
were moving with considerable 
momentum before the outbreak 
of the Korean war. Now reports 
indicate that Red commanders 
are pushing steadily ahead with 
the preparations.

Two Chi- 
nese-Soviet treaties signed in 
Moscow last Feb. 14 provide that 
the necessary measures at their 
disposal will be taken for pre- 
venting aggression on the part 
of Japan or “any other state 
which would unite with Japan di- 
rectly or in any other form in 
acts of aggression.” 


Chou En-lai’s message to the

The Voice, which originates in 
New York, has a total of 580 em- 
ployes, including writers, engi- 
neers, broadcasters, translators 
and clerks. Kohler says his sup- 
ply of workers is spread too thin 
for the scope of the operation. 

The daily output of the Voice 
is less than one-half that of Radio 
Moscow. 

Except in one instance, the reg- 
ular 45 minutes given daily to 
broadcasts to Korea and the Far 
East have not been lengthened 
since the invasion two weeks ago. 
The exception was President Tru- 
man’s announcement of military 
aid for South Korea. The Presi- 
dent’s words were beamed for six 
straight hours to all Far Eastern 
countries. 

The pre-invasion features and 
American life scripts have been 
eliminated from the Korean pro- 
grams. Only news and commen- 
taries designed to bolster the 
morale of the beleaguered South 
Koreans are broadcast now. 

Many of the commentaries 
hammer home the U.N.’s action 
in branding North Korea as the 
aggressor and the peace organiza-

The Amer~ 
ican idea is to pound home the 
“actual facts in a sober and calm 
manner to show up the weak« 
nesses of the Russian claims.” — 

At present the Voice airs 29 
program hours daily, transmitting 
them in 24 languages. They are 
beamed out by 38 short-wave 
transmitters and “boosted” toward 
their destinations by a sprinkling 
of relay stations in Europe and 
the Far East. 

Kohler estimated that only 
about 20 to 30 per cent of the 
broadcasts aimed at the Soviet 
area are penetrating the power- 
ful jamming barrier. 

A thin, but steady, trickle of 
letters from listeners behind the 
iron curtain is evidence that some 
of the broadcasts are filtering 
through.

Measures Approved by 


Estimate Board —3 on 
Plan to Divert Part of 
City Debt Fund to 


Operating Expenses. 


Bills to stave off most of the 
city’s anticipated deficit for the 
current fiscal year, by reducing 
expenditures and providing addi- 
tional operating revenues with- 
out increasing taxes, will be in- 
troduced in the Board of Alder- 
men tomorrow. They were ap- 
proved by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment yesterday. 

One of the bills will revise the 
muricipal budget, cutting expen- 
ditures by $600,000 for the re- 
mainder of the 1950-51 fiscal 
year, ending next April. 

Three other measures will be 
offered to put into effect a plan 
recommended Friday by the 
Mayor’s Committee on City Fi- 
nance, which would divert $3,296,- 
000: now earmarked for city debt 
interest and retirement for pay- 
ment of general municipal oper- 
ating expenses. 

Approval of the four bills 
would reduce the city’s prospec- 
tive operating deficit of $4,143,- 
617 to $247,617. The Board of 
Estimate approved the measures 
to meet the city’s pressing finan- 
cial problem, brought about by 
the impending loss of $7,000,000 
a year in earnings tax revenues 
after July 17, when authorization 
for the levy expires. 

Approved by Board. 

The three members of the 
board, Mayor Joseph M. Darst, 
President Charles E. Albanese of 
the Board of Aldermen, and 
Comptroller Milton Carpenter 
unanimously approved the $600,- 
000 cut in expenditures. But 
Carpenter dissented from the pro- 
posal to cut the debt retirement 
taxes on the ground it would en- 
danger the city’s credit. 

Under the pian recommended 
by the Mayor’s committee and ap- 
proved by Darst and Albanese, 
the present tax of 40 cents on 
the $100 valuation for interest 
and sinking fund requirements 
would be cut to 22 cents. The 
revenues from the remaining 18- 
cent levy would be re-allocated 
by increasing taxes for so-called 
county purposes from 27 to 35 
cents, and by earmarking an 8- 
cent tax for hospitals and a 2- 
cent tax for health. 


Approval of the plan would 
mark the first time the city has 
specifically allocated tax revenues 
for hospital and health purposes, 
as authorized by the 1945 state 
constitution. 

Liquor Fees. 

In. addition, beer and liquor 
license fees and one-half of the 
_ city’s 1-cent-a-gallon gasoline tax, 
not earmarked for debt retire- 
ment, would be diverted to the 
city’s. general revenue fund.

NAVY PILOT SAYS 


TOKYO, July 8 (UP)—Comdr. 
Harvey P. Lanham, of Los An- 
geles, a jet pilot who led Navy 
air strikes on North Korean in- 
stallations July 3 and 4, said to- 
day that what pilots originally 


thought were submarines in a 
North Korean harbor actually 
were gunboats. 

The harbor where the Navy 
pilots saw the gunboats was Chin- 
nampo, near*the North Korean 
capital of Pyongyang, where a 
Far East Air Force communique 
of yesterday said high-flying B- 
29’s bombed four craft believed 
to be submarines.

A Washington Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, July 8. 

HERE was a tightening and tautening 
T of mood and atmosphere in Washing- 

ton this week as the Far Eastern 
crisis deepened. A feeling of heightened 
pressure and of heightened tension and 
firmness under that pressure. An impres- 
sion of greater awareness and alertness, 
and of anticipation and of preparation for 
things yet to come. 

There was concern and grim determina- 
tion, but no panic or hysteria. There was 
some exhilaration in the air, too, for war 
is, among other things, exciting, as at least 
two living generations of Americans al- 
ready know. Now armies were killing 
each other once again, whether that proc- 
ess was yet officially called war or not, 

The mood and atmosphere are differ- 
ent now from the mood and atmosphere 
at Pearl Harbor time, because the crisis 
now is different from the crisis then. 

When the Communists struck in Korea, 
most people here thought that, at worst, 
America probably was in for what the 
yermans used to call a “short, frisky, 
frolicsome war’—or “police action,” as 
the Korean intervention was still being 
designated here this week. There was 
not the sense of drama and ultimate des- 
tiny which attends upon the very great- 
est of events. There would be only a 
“little crisis,” most people thought. 

But now it is apparent that the crisis 
is not just a little crisis. People began 
this week to see that it might conceiva- 
bly become’ the biggest crisis of all— 
bigger, even, than Pearl Harbor was. 
At the very least, the Korean operation 
now seemed likely to be a long and cost- 
ly one, and Washington is planning and 
preparing accordingly. 

The realization of this has come gradu- 
ally, and the sense of drama and ulti- 
mate destiny is, accordingly, growing 

gradually too. At week's end it still had 
not achieved the heights or depths of De- 
cember, 1941. Perhaps, people hoped, 
there still might be no final confronta- 
tion with destiny now. 

But clearly there might be such a 
confrontation, in spite of everything, 
and there was clear evidence here that 
great events were in train—clear proof 
of present danger. 

The members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives jumped to their feet and 
cheered when Rep. John W. McCormack

Reinforced guards are mounted at

Yet perhaps the noteworthy thing is 
not that there are signs of crisis but 
that the signs are so few. 

The number of persons directly affect- 
ed is small—thus far. Most of them are 
accustomed to grave events. They are 
schooled not to show their feelings. Their 
activities center in a few places. 

Most of the changes in most people’s 
lives thus far are changes in the thoughts 
in the backs of their minds, in the emo- 
tions in their viscera. These changes are 
not yet violent, and, even when they are, 
people don’t show such feelings spectac- 
ularly or for long periods at a time. Hu- 
man beings are incapable of doing so. 

Life, furthermore, must go on in any 
event, no matter how people feel. 

Bills still fall due, and men still go to 
work every day to earn the money to pay 
them. People still get hungry, and the 
fortunate ones still eat regularly, and as 
well and fully as before. The rhythm of 
living abates but slightly, if at all. Grass 
— and hair—grows, and must be cut. 
Traffic still moves, All the lights are still 
on.

Policy of Western Nations 
Is to Integrate West Germany. 


The Western Allies, recognizing somewhat 
earlier than the East that the reuniting of 
Germany in a divided world was an impossi- 
bility, have pursued a continuing policy of 
integrating West Germany into Western 
Europe. 

But integration is more easily talked about 
than accomplished, particularly when it 
comes to dealing with a beaten but poten- 
tially still powerful nation. West Germany 
was invited to associate membership in the 
presently powerless Council of Europe at 
Strasbourg months ago, but the West seemed 
to be treading water in its effort to find a 
safe way to bring West Germany into West 
Europe until France proposed its plan for 
a pool of West Europe’s coal and steel two 
months ago. 

French Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man emphasized in proposing the plan 
what he thinks will be its major benefit if 
it is accepted. “The rallying of European 
nations requires that thé secular opposi- 
tion of France and Germany be eliminat- 
ed,” he said. “The plan will change the 
destiny of these regions, for so long dedi- 
cated to the making of arms for war, from 
which they have been the most frequent 
victims.” 

Other observers have pointed out that the 
proposal, if adopted, would so entangle the 
economies of France and Germany, putting 
the basic ingredients for war under continu- 
ous international control, that neither nation 
could separate itself from the other. Nego- 
tiations about it are still in progress, despite 
the French cabinet crisis, and national and 
socialist objections,

The United Nations and the world 
have entered a period of crisis. An 
armed conflict, caused by irresponsible 
elements, has broken out, involving sev- 
eral powers including two “satellite 
powers.” Since U.N. has given approval 
to this conflict, it finds itself approving 
the very thing it was organized to 
prevent. 

There is grave danger that this con- 
flict will spread and become a third 
world war. The story of Hiroshima is a 
preview of what might happen during 
such a war in many parts of the world, 
including our own country. There would 
be only losers; and a devastated world 
would be fertile ground for the spread 
of Communism, the thing we are try- 
ing to ward off at such high cost. 


Therefore, in order to prevent such 
a disaster, a new cease fire appeal 
should be made to all powers involved. 
It should be remembered that other 
cease fire orders have been obeyed in 
previous conflicts without armed out- 
side interference, even though after 
some delay. U.N. should then return to 
nonmilitary ways of settling differ- 
ences, either through direct meetings 
or mediation. 

In order to sell democracy to the 
peoples of underdeveloped areas, the 
United States should shift its emphasis 
from arms shipments to economic as- 
sistance under Point Four, and should 
take leadership toward world disarma- 
ment under international control.

A Gain For Democracy 


A 12-year fraud against more than 250,000 
Missourians was ended Friday by the Curators 
of the University of Missouri at their meeting 
in St. Louis. The fraud ended by Roscoe Ander- 
son and his fellow curators was the old belief 
that racial segregation in education was a state 
policy so unshakable as to take precedence over 
every other consideration. 

At long last the curators voted to admit 
Negroes to the State University at Columbia and 
to the State School of Mines at Rolla for courses 
not offered at Lincoln University, the separate 
state college for Negroes at Jefferson City. To 
accomplish this change, President Anderson 
appointed a committee of three curators: former 
State Senator Allen McReynolds of Carthage, 
former State Representative William P. Elmer 
of Salem and former State Attorney General 
Stratton Shartel of Kansas City. 

This decision makes up belatedly and par- 
tially for the failure of previous Boards of 
Curators to take the lead in eliminating this 
injustice and inequality from  tax-supported 
higher education. It is to the credit of the 
present board that it joined in the suit of three 
Negro applicants which Circuit Judge Blair so 
accurately said had been decided for him by 
the United States Supreme Court in the Texas 
and Oklahoma cases last month. 

- ~ . 

However, it is anything but to the credit of 
Missouri that it did not make the most of the 
late Chief Justice Hughes’ decision in the Gaines 
case in 1938. Instead of saying then that “sep- 


- arate but equal” professional training was a 


fake, the curators of that day and the legisla- 
tors set up a segregated law school in St. Louis. 
It was a costly solution which was no solution 
at all. To continue it in the fields of medicine, 
engineering and graduate study would have 
been to go in for gross waste of state funds. 


Thus, Missouri allowed a dozen years to pass. 
While the Emery W. Allisons stuck their heads 
in the sand, states to the south began to take 
steps toward educational justice for all their 
youth. Oklahoma, Arkansas and Kentucky all 
admitted Negro students. While the Sweatt case 
was pending in the Supreme Court, even Texas 
admitted a Negro—on a non-segregated basis— 
to its State College of Medicine. 


Six months ago there were 23 Negroes in the 
University of Oklahoma and this summer nearly 
100 of them are attending classes at Norman, 
with the color line eliminated. Last February 
there were six Negroes in professional study at 
the University of Arkansas. A year ago, 30 Ne- 
groes were admitted to the University of Ken- 
tucky’s Graduate School. 

. * * * 

Around Missouri to the East, North and West, 
there has been no segregation in collegiate edu- 
cation for many years. The University of Illi- 
nois, which does not even record whether a 
student is of the Negro race, estimated that it 
enrolled 300 last term. There were 48 at the 
University of Nebraska, 128 at the University 
of Iowa,- and 202 at the University of Kansas. 
Thirty-six of those at Lawrence came from Mis- 
souri. Because they could not be educated at 
their own State University, these young Mis- 
sourians went to the University of Kansas! 

So did Missouri fall far behind. The an- 
nouncement of the curators is actually the very 
least they could say in view of the Supreme 
Court decisions. Yet because the State Senate 
failed to pass the admission bill, which the 
House approved 100 to 8, it was perhaps also 
as much as the curators could assert now. 


The next move should be to open all Mis- 
souri’s state-supported colleges at the earliest 
possible date. The curators have registered a 
substantial gain for democracy. What is necded 
is a good, hard blow. The question of color 
as a test of democratic faith is being revived 
by the fighting in Korea. Let not prejudice 
be confirmed in any one’s mind because of edu- 
cational discrimination in this state. 
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Fascinating Job

Let others range 
far from home. This Missourian finds joy 
enough in his own state’s mysterious caves and 
granite gorges, its crystal springs and rushing 
streams, its lore and its legend. 

Splendid. And will Mr. Gamble do what he 
can about preserving some of the wonders which 
Missouri is in danger of losing? As a starter we 
nominate the amazing Elephant Rocks near Taum 
Sauk Mountain.

Babbitt Back Again? 


Peter Viereck, brilliant son of an eccentric 
father, announces in the Harvard Alumni Bulle- 
tin his discovery that Babbitt is still with us. 
Perhaps Sinclair Lewis, H. L. Mencken and the 
other acid-throwers did do away with old George. 
But George’s son, Gaylord, is still around. 

He is as much an enemy of true culture as the 
old man ever was. But he has a new line of 
patter. Where old George could not see any- 
thing in modern art, for example, beyond 
Whistler’s “Mother,” Gaylord chatters away 
about Picasso. Where the old man was happy 
enough to drop into a hamburger joint, the 
young one delights in an “adequate little French 
restaurant.” 

Young Mr. Viereck’s point, of course, is that 
the old man was a phony conservative and that 
the son is a phony progressive. Both attitudes 
are shallow and ephemeral. Both result in al- 
most meaningless poses and cliches. Here, cer- 
tainly, is a point that needs to be made. An 
arty philistine is as hard to take as a hearty 
philistine. 

More and more people are just as ready to 
accept ready-made ideas as they are to accept 
ready-made suits and biouses. Their thinking 
and their talking are more and more the prod- 
uct of conditioned reflexes. Education must bear 
a considerable share of the responsibility. 

In urging teachers to abandon “the short- 
sighted cult of utilitarian studies,’ Mr. Viereck 
is echoing a theme announced for years by 
Chancellor Hutchins. There is a very real need 
for a genuine return. to the humanities and to a 
“reverence for integrity, not because it’s fash- 
ionable but because it’s true.” Wisdom should 
again take the place of mere cleverness. 

But there does seem to be just a trace of 


the snob in Mr. Viereck’s pronunciamento. Per- 
haps we do him an injustice, but the little 
alarm bells begin to ring when he assails “the 
century of the common man.” The difficulty 
may be a matter of definition. Certainly, the 
intelligent individual is important. But can 
this individual really be anything but a common 
man in the sense that he is ever conscious that 
the world and its wonders are for all, and not 
only for a few? 

Honest criticism of the Babbitts can lead to 
intellectual arrogance. And that, just like stand- 
ardization, is an enemy of democracy. Both are 
handmaidens of totalitarianism. 
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Parade to March In 


Every individual citizen, every civic-minded 
group and organization having the future in- 
terest Of St. Louis at heart must enroll if 
the new charter is to be adopted. 


That, to us, seems just about the most im- 
portant line in the splendid statement issued 
by Aloys P. Kaufmann and H. Sam Priest on 
accepting the co-chairmanship of the Citizens’ 
Committee for the New Charter. 

It is well nigh impossible to believe that the 
Freeholders could have chosen two men better 
qualified by ptblic repute to head the com- 
mittee which is to present the pro-charter 
story. Mr. Kaufmann and Mr. Priest are stick- 
ing to the same high standard of public trust 
in selecting those who will work with them. 

But no matter how good the committee, it is 
the community as a whole which will beat back 
the political plot to deprive St. Louis of better 
government. That is why it is gratifying to 
learn that the League of Women Voters already 
has very definite plans for explaining the char- 
ter and getting out the vote in its favor. Those 
who campaigned for the adoption of the merit 
system amendment to the old charter also are 
getting into this fight. The executive committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce has voted unani- 
mously to support the charter. And no doubt, 
many other local groups will be lining up under 
the charter banner in the days just ahead. 

It would be wonderful if every service club, 
every business group, every labor union, every 
neighborhood association, every veterans’ 
post, every church society, every public affairs 
forum in St. Louis made its contribution to 
the adoption of the new charter. 

And why not? Each group and each member 
of each group would gain. Nobody would lose. 
This is not a partisan political issue. Here is 
one of those community-building opportunities 
for Democrats, Republicans and mugwumps to 
pull in tandem. 

This campaign is going to teach the ward- 
heelers a lesson—the lesson that the people still 
run St. Louis. This will become so apparent 
before Aug. 1, we feel, that more than one poli- 
tician will climb on the bandwagon. Yes, it’s 
going to be quite a ride, a parade, nothing less 
than a triumphal procession. 
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Under the U.N. Flag 


As a result of Security Council action, Ameri- 
can, Australian and British forces in Korea will 
fly the United Nations flag, and operate under 
unified American command. 

“The Council’s decision to authorize this step is 
another reminder that American military leader- 
ship in Korea acts for the United Nations and 
not for exclusively national aims. Our Govern- 
ment should keep it that way. 

Soviet propaganda paints the U.N. as a mere 
tool of American “imperialism,” but the charge 
rings hollow so long as the overwhelming ma- 
jority of U.N. members go along with our action. 
The Security Council voted 7 to 1, with India 
later joining the majority, to authorize military 
action in Korea, and 45 members of the U.N. 
—well over two-thirds—have approved it. 

It is vital that our Government retain this 
support. For example, Lake Success dispatches 
report that U.N. opinion today would not favor 
a military invasion of North Korea. It over- 
whelmingly backs the repulse of armed aggres- 
sion, but not the pursuit of the aggressors be- 
yond the thirty-eighth parallel. Our own policy 
should be kept in harmony with the preponder- 
ance of U.N. opinion. 

The same holds for the ultimate disposition 
of Formosa. Fearing that a Chinese Communist 
attack on Formosa might be geared in with the 
invasion of South Korea, our Government acted 
to prevent that from happening, and at the same 
time ordered the Chinese Nationalists to halt 
their attacks on the China mainland. The effect 
was to quarantine Formosa, to keep the fighting 
from spreading there, while postponing a deci- 
sion on its ultimate dispositioh. 

That decision, when it comes, should be one 
that commands general U.N. support. 

U.N. backing is our moral shield in Korea. 
It is what lifts the struggle above the level of 
a purely national conflict between two great 
powers. It is the sanction, the warrant, the 
justification for strong and forceful action. Let 
us take care to preserve it. 
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A Stitch in Time 

In starting work on plans for a civil defense 
organization for the St. Louis area, Mayor Darst 
and his aids on the project are only exercising 
common prudence for these parlous days. There 
is nothing of an alarmist nature in the pro- 
gram. This is—most unfortunately—the day of 
the atomic bomb and the surprise attack. It can 
do no harm to prepare for the worst and then 
have the plans merely gather dust. But it 
would be lamentable to be caught unprepared 
if the worst should happen. 

Various military and medical personnel from 
Washington have spoken here in the last year 
or two on the need for some kind of a disaster 
relief setup for the St. Louis area. The 307th 
Military Government Group of reserve officers 
worked out in great detail last fall a field prob- 
lem showing what a bombing would do to St. 
Louis and what steps would be necessary to 
keep casualties and damage to a minimum. 
Stewart Alsop and other columnists have cited 
St. Louis as one of the dozen or so American 
cities considered as prime targets for an atomic 
attack. St. Louis county has started on prelimi- 
nary plans for civil defense, and undoubtedly 
will co-operate with Mayor Darst. 

The National Security Resources Board, which 
is responsible for mobilizing the nation in case 
of war, is working at top speed on an over-all 
civil defense program to be announced, it is 
hoped, ‘in September. The NSRB has been handi- 
capped by having no chief until two months ago 
when the able Stuart Symington was put in 
charge. Until the NSRB makes up for lost time, 
and is able to complete its civil defense pro- 
gram, it is up to the cities to fill the gap. St. 
Louis is one of the first cities to realize and to 
take steps toward meeting this obligation. 
Mayor Darst, and his civil defense co-ordinator, 
Frank D. Sullivan, and those aiding them _in 
their important project deserve commendation 
and support from all.

“We Should Walk Without Fear” 


Raymond B. Fosdick, Former President of the Rockefeller Foundation and 
Former Under Secretary General of the League of Nations, 
in The New York Times Magazine 


Forty-five years ago, when I graduated 
from college, the baccalaureate sermon 
was preached by a layman. His name was 
Woodrow Wilson. He told the members 
of the senior class that they should “walk 
without fear.” 

Over and over in the decades since Wil- 
son lived and died that theme has been 
stressed. It was reflected in the great 
therapeutic sentence which helped lift the 
spirits of men out of the defeatism of 
the depression: “The only thing we have 
to fear is fear itself.” 


It became the fourth of the Four 
Freedoms in the Atlantic Charter—free- 
dom from fear. And yet five years after 
the close of the war—a war which from 
a military point of view was the most 
brilliant success that ever crowned our 
arms—we here in America are living in 
fear. We are jittery and insecure, swept 
by alarms which reflect themselves in all 
phases of our lives. Korea is the latest 
instance. 


Let us admit at once that the primary 
cause of our fear is not some vague and 
shadowy neurotic imagining. It has a very 
concrete basis. The age-old emotions of 
hatred and intolerance have at last been 
armed with a weapon 
by which man can 
achieve his own de- 
struction in one final 
burst of universal 
fury. 

The last war end- 
ed with atomic weap- 
ons; the next war, if 
it comes, will begin 
with them. It will be 
an act of mass homi- 
cidal paranoia into 
which men will be 
driven by a storm of 
elementary instincts. 
It will solve no prob- 
lem; it will Settle 
nothing except the final abnegation of in- 
telligence. It will leave behind a blackened 
and fire-swept earth from which only the 
malodorous weeds of totalitarianism can 
possibly grow. 


A Guilt Complex? 


We have indeed a very real and definite 
basis for our fear. And yet those who have 
recently been in Europe report that there 
seems to be more anxiety and a greater 
depth of moral defeatism here in Ameri- 
ca than there is in countries like Great 
Britain, France, Holland, Switzerland or 
Scandinavia. 


Some psychologists have advanced the 
idea that underlying our anxieties in this 
country is a vast guilt complex. We in- 
vented the atomic bomb, and ours was the 
nation that first employed it. By justifying 
it on the grounds that it shortened the 
war, we legitimatized the’ use of atomic 
energy as a weapon to shorten any war. 
We gave it our moral sanction. 


More than that, we gave our moral 
sanction to any weapon in the future that 
will win a war. We started on its way a 
new principle of cataclysmic destruction— 
started it with reckl disregard of the 
future, leaving to our children and their 
children the problem of how the bill will 
be met when the day of reckoning arrives.

Foe of Reason

rangements that were not too psychologi- 
cally disruptive and that did not paralyze 
the possibility of positive action. 

The understanding of the tensions that 
beset us is an important poimt. We can- 
not run away from fear; there is no hiding 
place; we have to face it. And knowledge 
of danger is not fear. Rather it is the be- 
ginning of wisdom by which fear can be 
met. 

For fear can result in the collapse of 
both intelligence and conscience. It can 
even hypnotize the human mind, and 
make it passive and ready for a fatalistic 
kind of surrender. 

One of the most insidious and subver- 
sive forces in the world today is the con- 
stant svggestion by cynics and sensational- 
ists that war is inevitable. It starts a chain- 
reaction of anxiety. It arouses and stim- 
ulates a primitive, suicidal fear. 


In a Good Cause 


We need to assert with confidence and 
conviction that as long as intelligence and 
conscience are alive anywhere in the 
world — is not inevitable. The problems 
ahead of us are infinitely dangerous, but 
they are manageable. The moral defeat- 
ism which is creeping through this coun- 
try today should be challenged by men 
and women of high faith who do not and 
will not accept the sterile doctrine that we 
are in the grip of emotional forces which 
we cannot control. 

I would like to suggest that men are 
better equipped to conquer fear when they 
are enlisted in a cause in which they 
deeply believe.

We here in America have the vitalizing 
idea and the promising hope for which 
men live. The.idea is not fully developed 
and the hope is often thwarted, but the 
seeds are planted in fertile ground. 


Our conception of democracy is a de- 
mocracy that puts its trust in the people. 
It is based on the worth of the human 
personality as the key to all values. It 
seeks to preserve that personality against 
deadly invasions of power. 


Truth Does Conquer 


It holds that a free society must not 
only tolerate differences but blend them 
in an inner strength. It knows that na- 
tional unity cannot come from an imposed 
conformity. 

A freedom-thirsty.world cannot be kept 
permanently in chains. Ultimately for all 
tyranny comes the final death knock on 
the door. Sooner or later the resurgent 
forces of the human spirit break through 
the barriers. In the last analysis, not coer- 
cion, not Napoleon, not Hitler, not Stalin, 
but truth and reason and the free mind are 
the conquerors of the world. 

This is the faith we live by and these 
are the ramparts we watch. Why should 
we be afraid’ 

The last time I saw Woodrow Wilson 
was at his home on S Street in Washing- 
ton just a month before he died. With 
his gray, lined face, his whité hair, his 
grim, determined jaw, he seemed like the 
reincarnation of one of the prophets—an 
Isaiah, perhaps, with a message of re- 
assurance for the oncoming generation: 

“Say to them that are of a fearful heart: 
Be strong. Fear not.”

Lillenthal and 
Dr. Thomas have visualized, for 
one example, atomic power plants 
to be used for obtaining phos- 
phate in otherwise power-poor 
regions. 

“Others have conceived of us- 
ing power generated by atomic 


‘plants in remote regions like the 


Belcher Islands in Hudson Bay. 
They are said to be rich in high 
grade iron ore. They are ap- 
proachable only about’ three 
months each year. Coal or oil 
is not available economically in 
sufficient amounts for operations 
at a profit.

The excuse the Russians are 
undoubtedly giving Chinese Com- 
munist Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
is that the Americans will be de- 
feated in Korea, hence there is no 
need for the Chinese Reds to 
move north. 

Both the Russians and the Chi- 
nese Communists apparently are 
taken somewhat aback by Amer- 
ican reversals of attitude. In De- 
cember President Truman af- 
firmed and in June Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson reaffirmed 
that Formosa would not be de- 
fended by the United States. Help 
to Korea was first voted down by 
Congress, then narrowly passed. 
Today American switches allow 
the Russians to claim it was noth- 
ing but an error in reading Amer- 
ica’s intentions.

qualities but on the whole they 
are lacking in energy, vision 
and a generous cOmprehension 
of humanity as a whole. So this 
delayed twilight of the squire- 
archy is not exactly tragic. One 
infers that the historic virtues 
of the British ruling class are 
both outmoded and diluted and 
so there is nothing to resist the 
new order even if there had 
been no war to speed things up. 

In his treatment of the coun- 
ty families and their social mil- 
lieu the author is merely dis- 
enchanted and slightly ironic. 
The- new masters .of England 
however, those who come into 
power after the war, arouse 


nothing but his disgust. They 
are levellers, star-gazers, oppor- 
tunists, black-marketeers and 
vulgarians. Farmers labor un- 
der senseless restrictions; they 
can’t get envugh feed for their 
stock, enough help to work 
their lands.

Even so his novel is not im- 
pressive as a social or political 
tract. He says nothing about 
the effect of two wars, makes 
no allowance for the general 
world situation, seems to feel 
that a party which couldn't de- 
liver a streamlined perfection 
over night had no _ business 
seeking power and puts up a 
rather unpleasant champion to 
plead the cause of the new or- 
der against the old.

O the implied argument is 
Gecciseais biased but fortu- 

nately this takes nothing 
from the book’s genuine value 
as a human interest story. After 
all it is primarily a report of a 
certain group of characters and 
their adventures and how they 
have responded to a rapidly 
changing environment. In the 
main we follow the passage 
of events from the viewpoint 
of Geoff Greenley. Geoff is 
son of the agent who manages 
the Meredith estates but the 
Meredith family has made him 
virtually one of their own. A 
sensitive though somewhat 
stolid lad Geoff watches with 
varying degrees of emotion the 
General's extravagance, Mrs.

So 
he holds the reader—not too 
tightly but he holds him.

This is the story journalist 
Quentin Reynolds, himself a 
law school graduate, tells in 
“Courtroom.”

NE of the results of the 
(ies James revival has 
been a renewed analytical

ghost story “The Turn of the 
Screw.” The various “levels of 
meaning’ —the religious, the 
post-Freudian, the symbolical, 
and others—are being thor- 
oughly explored and it is inter- 
esting to note that any one of 
numerous interpretations can 
by justified by evidence from 
the text. When a work of art 
has such a protean character 
and still makes perfectly good 
sense when taken at its face 

value, you may be sure that a 

richly stored mind operating 

through a sensitive technique 
has produced it. 


Of course even the face value 
of “The Turn of the Screw” is 
at odds with common sense. 
It requires, for the time being 
at any rate, a belief in super- 
natural phenomena. One must 
accept the two Henry James 
ghosts as one does the ghost of 
Hamlet's father. Without that 
you must take refuge in a the- 
ory of hallucination, which in 
turn can be passed on to others 
by the power of suggestion, in 
order to make it all work out. 
It's much harder that way and 
not as much fun. Pt’s gratifying 
that so many experts are agreed 
about this. It places the story 
within everybody's reach with- 
out diluting any part of its allu- 
siveness.

For 
the first time he stood face-to- 
face with blind prejudice, and 
now Leibowitz began fighting 
for the first time for a moral 
right, for a social right. When 
he was through fighting the 
case, which took him twice to 
the United States Supreme 
Court, the Scottsboro boys were 
not only freed, but Negroes 
were sitting on juries for the 
first time in the South.

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HAT’S true of the novel- 
Wx is also true of William 

Archibald’s play “The In- 
nocents,” based on the James 
story, which has had an ex- 
traordinary success in the New 
York theater. The play has now 
been published in book form 
by Coward-McCann and even in 
the reading, and for one who 
hasn’t seen it on the stage, it is 
a moving and somewhat terrify- 
ing experience. The _ rapid, 
closely connected line of action 
is wholly faithful to the James- 
ian text in its main ideas and 
its details. And much more 
than the skeleton is preserved. 
As I said before, it resembles 
the play, too, in being respon- 
sive to several interpretations. 
As a thriller it is even more 
exciting because the action is 
condensed. 


For those who may not have 
read the story or seen the play, 
it may be well to give a brief 
outline of the plot. A governess 
accepts a position at an Eng- 
lish country house which in- 
volves the care of two orphan 
children, a bov and a girl. 
Shortly after her arrival she 
sees the apparitions of two for- 
mer servants and learns that 
the two, a butler and governess, 
had exercised a corrupting in- 
fluence on the children when 
they were alive. The attitudes 
of the children lead the new 
governess to believe that they 
are aware of these visitations 
even though they pretend not 
to be. She draws a horrid in- 
ference: that the ghostly vis- 
itors have come back to take 
the children with them and 
complete “their damnation. 
Against her fears, the governess 
decides to stay and fight the 
evil spirits for the souls of her 
two charges. Finally the little

HE stage appearances of 
T tx two apparitions are so 

managed as to produce a 
maximum chill in the reader, 
and—I assume—in the audi- 
ence. They are certainly much 
more frightening than ordinary 
ghosts, even ghosts who are 
bent on destruction. For thev 
are the symbols of a preter- 
natural evil, an evil so deep, 
so dense, so pervasive that it 
cannot be described. 


Since neither James nor 


Archibald describes the exact 


nature of the spell cast over the 
two children, the Imagination 
has free rein. It is better so. 
For that reason, the Freudian 
explanation—which holds that 
the “evil” partakes of sexual 
abnormality — actually lessens 
its terror because it puts it in 
the category of understandable, 
human disease. 
The dialogue of 
cents’ has directness and sim- 
plicity and—without copying 
James— a literary quality too.

Mees was born in England 

in 1889, but spent most of 
her youth in South Africa. At 

13 she enrolled in the Julian 

Academy,. Paris. where she re- 

mained three vears, then re- 

turned to *South Africa and 
opened an art school in Cape- 
town, 


In 1915 she married Mr. 
Tennent, who took her to New 
Zealand. They stopped in Hono- 
lulu in 1923, intending to move 
on to England, but liked Ha- 
waii so much that the visit be- 
came permanent. Mr. Tennent 
started what has since become 
the largest firm of public ac- 
countants on the islands, and 
he and his wife acquired Amer- 
ican citizenship. 


Mrs. Tennent spent the re- 
maining years producing nu- 
merous paintings and two sons. 
Some of her paintings were de- 
stroyed in the Pearl Harbor 
raid. She numbers among her 
friends such notables as Don 
Blanding, Maud Gonne and 
G. B. Shaw. This brief outline 
will indicate that her life has 
not been dull. 


A highbrow treatment of this 
book would be pointless. Mrs. 
Tennent writes badly, but so 
does Picasso, and if we cannot 
enjoy artists as literary stylists, 
let us enjoy them as personali- 
ties. 

To judge by the excellent re- 
productions of her work in this 
volume, Madge Tennent has 
three phases as an artist: she is 
a competent representationalist, 
with some realistic studies of 
the “native women”; an _ in- 
spired imitator, inevitably of 
Gauguin, with more of the 
same; and finally, her contribu- 
tion to “modern” art is a tech- 
nique Of painting the Polyne- 
sian maidens with cloudy, swirl- 
ing, circular strokes, giving the 
impression that these buxom, 
dusky nymphs are in a choco- 
late bubble bath. 

The volume also includes a 
large number of photographs 
of Mrs. Tennent’s relatives and, 
as an addendum, a reprinting 
of her earlier “Notebook of an 
Unarrived Artist,” which gives 
hints on technique to beginners 
and includes paragraph-length 
sketches of great artists from 
Fra Angelico to Rivera.

| IKE Freud and Marx, and 
| a somewhat lesser extent, 
Toynbee, Pareto and James 
Burnham, Peter Drucker be- 
longs to a group of thinkers who 
influence people who do not 
know they are being influ- 
enced. 

Drucker’s “The End of Eco- 
nomic Man” was, in a sense, a 
refutation of Marx. Judging in 
part from the European scene 
that contained Adolf Hitler, 
Drucker concluded that the 
chief springs of human conduct 
were not necessarily economic. 

In “The New Society,” 
Drucker seems to suggest that 
the human: desire to belong to 
the scheme of things, to be a 
part of society, is a powerful 
driving force. He by no means 
dismisses economics as a part 
of the social fabric— but he 
identifies economic activity as 
just that: a part of man’s social 
life.

Drucker, “is ‘made in 
U.S.A.’ It is not Communism, 
Fascism, the new nationalism 
of the non-Western peoples, or 
any of the other ‘isms’ 
appear in the headlines.

A ball that really isn’t so 
lively reminds us of a story 

involving one Senor Miguel 

Angel Gonzalez, who never lost 

an argument in his life. 

Branch Rickey was in Boston 
while the Cardinals were there 
one summer—Branch was with 
the Redbirds then—and he 
wanted a few words with Coach 
Gonzalez. As he approached 
Mike’s room he heard a loud 
argument and when he entered 
the room, Mike appealed to 
him. 

Mike and his brother coach, 
Buzzy Wares, had been arguing 
over whether the train to and 
from New York passed through 


Springfield, Mass. Mike said it 
did, Buzzy said it didn’t. The | 
shrewd Rickey, not wanting to 
make any decision to offend 
anybody, suggested they sum- 
mon Leo Ward, the club secre- 
tary, who made all railroad ar- 
rangements and who ought jo 
know the routes.

Fundamentals in 1931. 


OW let’s look at the records 
N in the following year of 
1931, when, if you believe 
the A.G. Spalding Co., the ball 
was “fundamentally the sanie.” 

Chick Hafey led the National 
League in 1931 with .3489, with 
Bill Terry hitting .3486 and Jim 
Bottomley .3482. Chuck Klein 
followed with .337, O’Doul with 
3396; Charley Grimm. .331: 
Rogers Hornsby, .330 and Kiki 
Cuyler, 330. The Cubs were 
high with .289, the Braves low 
with .258. The league batted 
meh 

‘Only 492 home runs were hit 
that year in the league and 
there were only 34 regulars 
who hit .300 or better. That’s 
20 fewer .300 hitters, 400 fewer 
home runs, and a drop in the 
league leading average from 
401 to 349. A drop of 52 
points. But remember the ball 
was “fundamentally the same.” 

There was a sharp change in 
the pitching, too, with that fun- 
damentally same ball. Bill Walk- 
ers leading ERA was 2.26. 
Hubbell had 2.65: Ed Brandt 
2.92; Heine Meine, 2.98; Syl 
Johnson 3.00 and Fred Fitzsim- 
mons 3.05. Hollis Thurston, 
ranking twenty-fourth, yielded 
3.90 earned runs a game, com- 
pared to Bush, twenty-fourth in 
1930, with 6.20. 

Is it reasonable to suppose 
that the pitching suddenly im- 
proved that much; or that the 
batting slumped that quickly? 
It is true that the sacrifice fly, 
scored when a base runner ad- 
vanced, was taken out of the 
book, but that wouldn't make 
that much difference. And while 
it might make a few points 
difference in a man’s batting 
average, it would account not 
at all for any increase in pitch- 
ing efficiency. 

No, the only explanation is 
that the ball was full of rabbit 
in 1930 and that it was dead- 
ened for the 1931 season. 

Oh, the answer is simple, we 
know. What A. G. Spalding’s 
spokesman meant when he said 
the ball was fundamentally the 
same since 1910, was that it 
has been round, year after year. 
But we are convinced that it 
was souped up in 1930, and Mr. 
Rickey, Mr. Spalding and even 
Mr. Gonzalez couldn't convince 
us that there isn’t some extra 
rabbit in the ball the majors 
are using this season. But it’s 
still round. The shape of the 
ball is fundamentally the same 
as it has been since 1876.

IFE at Possum Trot this summer, it seems to us, has more 
than ever taken on the flavor of old-fashioned country 
living.

As for the visit- 

ors, it is possible that they 

do escape the tensions of 

the city, while they are too 

far removed from the prob- 

lems which go with farming 

for these to be apparent, 

But there’s plenty of bustle 

to satisfy anybody. Today 

we may be mowing hay; to- 


morrow the baler arrives;’ 


next day there comes the 
emergency caused by rain or a breakdown of equipment. All 
day long and every day the kitchen is busy, turning out what 
seems an endless succession of meals and handling the pro- 
duce which flows from the garden. Picnics at the pond de- 
velop on the spur of the moment, often expanded to include 
an extra half-dozen guests at the drop of a hat.

Thus it was last weekend when a dozen amateur 
fishermen with improvised tackle perched about the 
banks of the pond, sharing a single worm can and 
pulling in a goodly number of bluegills and perch.

Then the suspense be- 
came too great and he simply ran backward holding tight to 
his rod until the big bass which had swallowed his bait came 
sliding out onto the bank. In a moment I had a finger se- 
curely through his gill and held him up for all to see; a 
15-inch largemouth and fat as a butterball. It was Buddy's 
first big bass and he was proud as Punch, for which we didn't 
blame him. 

a 
There’s a thrill about catching one’s first really 
good fish which I suppose is never quite duplicated 
and, thinking about it later, I tried to recall my first 

big bass. But that momentous event is shrouded in 

the mists of antiquity. It must have happened on 

some small creek near Potosi where bass were more 

plentiful than they are today. Whenever it was and 
whatever the tackle used, it made a fisherman of me 
and I’ve remained one until this day. Nor have the 
rewards by any means ended with the taking of fish, 
even though in any sport which requires skill there 
is a certain satisfaction in bringing home the trophy. 
* * * 

NO SMALL PART OF THE UNDERSTANDING of nature 
which I have managed to achieve was gained during days 
spent wading or floating a stream or sitting quietly on some 
shady bank with pole and line. There is ample time under 
these circumstances for observation and, what is even more 
important, for thinking about the things observed. Thus 
through the years, the pattern fits itself together; the stream 
or lake, the cover along the bank, the birds and animals and 
insects which live there. 

As in any other endeavor, there is satisfaction for the 
angler in developing skill at his sport, even though the stimu- 
lus here lies not in competition but in certain other values. 
The youngster starts out with his willow branch, cut at the 
stream bank. From this he graduates to the long cane pole, 
an angler’s implement which satisfies some fishermen until 
the end of their days. Live minnows may take the place of 
the Iowly angleworm, but he is still a bait fisherman and 
gradually attains a skill which will always stand him in good 
stead. Then somewhere along the way, he becomes intrigued 
wtih the idea of capturing a game fish on an artificial lure; 
and the first time this happens, a garden-variety fisherman 
becomes an angler. 

* * * 


Among those who pursue the fresh-water game 
fishes of America are two main groups; the fly fish- 
erman and the bait casters. Tradition has it that the 
former generally catches more fish; the latter larger 
ones. The point is one which fishermen will prob- 
ably argue until the end of time. Here in Missouri 
where our natural quarry is the smallmouth and 
largemouth bass, I'm a strong advocate of the system 
of acquiring some skill with all the legitimate tools of 
the trade. For my money, fly fishing is better sport 
and there is more thrill in taking a fighting Ozark 
smallmouth of even modest size on the light tackle 
than in capturing a lunker on the multiple-hooked 
lures which fill the tackle box of the bait caster. 


* * * 


YET THERE ARE WATER conditions where fiy fishing 
is almost a waste of time: and since most of us fish when we 
ean, rather than when all conditions are perfect, we want a 
chance for some sport. Thus when the streams are too 
clouded for effective fly fishing, we do not hesitate to resort 
to the short casting rod and the larger lure. There are other 
times when not even the most skillful handling of the arti- 
ficial lures will take bass. When such conditions exist, bait 
fishing may be the answer: although no less skill is required 
here than in fishing with the artificials. 


* * * 


AND I MUST CONFESS THAT there are few things I 
enjoy more than luring a wily old bass out from his hiding 
place to strike a live minnow. So it will be seen that I have 
no sympathy whatever for the “purist”; the fellow who looks 
down his nose at his fellow-anglers because their taste in 
fishing is more catholic than his own. 


The Sidewalk Gangs of New York 


Organized Teen-agers, Armed With Homemade Guns, Knives and Black- 
jacks, Carry on Constant Warfare, Terrorize Citizens and Defy Police; Girls

N the colorful language of 
| the. young punks@who make up 

the hundreds of teen-age 
gangs that roam the streets of 
New York, a battle between two 
rival groups is called a “rumble.” 

It doesn’t take much to start a 
ruinble. Maybe a young hoodlum 
in one gang steals the girl friend 
of a member of another. Maybe 
it’s only a case of “bugging,” 
members of one gang taunting 
members of another over which 
gang's got the best. stickball 
team. Maybe it’s a spontaneous 
flareup, heated to the fight stage 
on a bottle of Sneaky Pete, a 
stomach-turning concoction com- 
posed of cheap wine‘and gin. Or 
maybe there’s no cause at all. 

The leaders of two warring fac- 
tions may decide that there has 
been peace in their. neighbor- 
hoods long enough. And so they 
start a rumble. Armed with zip 
guns, switchblade and butcher 
knives, bricks, sticks, broken bot- 
tles and “brass” knuckles made 
out of the side handles of gar- 
bage cans, the gangs meet to set- 
tle a dispute or maybe just to let 
off a little steam. 


When the slugging is over or 
the police move in to break up 
the melee, a lot of blood has been 
spilled. Sometimes a boy lies 
dead in the street. 


Within the past year, New 
York street-gang fights have tak- 
en the lives of 10 teen-agers. In 
the Bronx, where seven killings 
occurred as the result of youth- 
ful rivalries, violence has risen 
to a bloody high tide. In Brook- 
lyn only a few weeks ago, two 
gangs staged a rumble that raged 
up and down six city blocks. 
While residents and shopkeepers 
barricaded themselves behind 
locked doors, store windows 
were smashed and awnings torn 
down. When police were able to 
restore order, a 15-year-old boy 
was held for stabbing another to 
death with a butcher knife and 
18 youngsters were held on 
charges ranging from homicide to 
juvenile delinquency. 

Two weeks later, two other 
rival gangs indulged in a free-for- 
all that sent the leader of one 
gang to the hospital suffering 
from a serious stab wound with 
a switchblade knife.

N last Memorial day, under 
() tne very noses of 105 police- 

men assigned to Brooklyn's 
Prospect Park on a tipoff, two 
gangs staged a pre-arranged fight 
that was short-lived but ended 
with one youth shot in the head. 
And on June 20, police seized 13 
youngsters in a street fight in 
Queens in which 75 teen-agers, 
most of them high schoo] stu- 
dents, fought with fists and lead 
pipes and rocks. On New York's 
West Side youthful gangs have 
been terrorizing children and in- 
vading private homes to commit 
wanton destruction and petty 
thefts. In Harlem, although to-

day relatively free from teen-age 
gang wars, teachers report an 
abundant harvest in periodic 
searches for zip guns, knives and 
homemade “billys” made by ty- 
ing a good-sized rock in the toe 
of an old sock. 


In a survey made recently of 
the street-gang situation in Brook- 
lyn, a committee headed by 
Charles Bradley, director of the 
Youth Counsel Bureau in the 
Kings County district attorney’s 
office, brought to light the exist- 
ence of a comparatively new gang 
called the Be-Boppers. 


“These kids wear the most out- 
landish getup you ever saw,” 
Bradley told this reporter. “‘They 
wear peg pants and knee-length 
coats cut in the most weird color 
combinations imaginable. Maybe 
the pants will be pink and the 
coat purple or maybe the coat 
will be green and the pants a 
bright yellow. In addition, they 
let their hair grow long so that 
it hangs down the back like a 
girl page’s boy bob. When mem- 
bers of other gangs catch a Be- 
Bopper they get him down and 
whack off his hair and then the 
fight is on.”

N general the organization of 
| all street gangs follows a stand- 

ard form. Each gang has a lead- 
er, or ace man, who in turn has 
two lieutenants. But the real pow- 
er behind the gang is the war 
counselor, the boy who maps the 
war strategy of the gang, plans 
the rumbles and picks from the 
gang the “troops” best suited for 
the particular type of battle 
planned. By treaty among the 
gangs, war counselors of the vari- 
ous gangs are free to travel 
from one gang territory to an- 
other without need of protection. 


Gang leaders and war counsel-.: 


ors are seldom, as might be ex- 
pected, the neighborhood bullies. 
They are usually the kids with 
the liveliest imaginations and hold 
their power in the gang through 
real qualities of leadership, They 
are the ones who think up “inter- 
esting” activities for the gang, like 
the systematic overturning of ash 
barrels to force apartment house 
superintendents to pay for protec- 
tion, or membership drives in 
which all “smoothies,” neighbor- 
hood kids who are not members 
of the gang, are beaten up until 
they join the fold. 
Recently on recommendation of 
the committee headed by Bradley, 
the New York City Youth Board 
allotted additional funds for de- 
tached workers to be assigned to 
New York’s toughest gangs. These 
workers, instead of trying to in- 
terest gang members in the su- 


perior attractions of New York's 
community centers and _ settle- 
ment houses, will concentrate on 
trying to win over the individual 
gang leaders and counselors. They 
have come to realize that it is 
only through the key “men” of 
these kid gangs that an outsider 
can exert any influence. 
x *« 

OT all street gangs are prod- 
Nucts of the slums and tene- 

ments. In one swank district 
near Central Park, there is a 
small and exclusive gang called 
the Machine. Every boy in fhe 
Machine attends private school 
and the suspected leader of the 
group is a boy whose divorced 
parents furnish him with $75 a 
week spending money. The Ma- 
chine gang specializes in crash- 
ing private parties and starting 
fights by insulting girls. Recently 
they turned on a fire hose in 
the lobby of an exclusive apart- 
ment house, causing thousands of 
dollars damage to tapestried walls 
and lobby furniture. 

For almost every boy gang in 
New York, there is a “ladies’ aux- 
iliary.” The girl friends of the 
Greene avenue Stompers, gang 
that terrorized Memorial day 
crowds in Brooklyn’s Prospect 
Park in a fight with the Nits, 
called themselves The Stomper- 
ettes. For the Robins there are 
The Robinettes and for the 
Shangri Las, the Shangri La Debs. 
The distaff gang of the Tigers 
call themselves the Regits—Tiger 
spelled backwards. 

Recently on the radio program 
“We, the People,” a young Italian 
girl told how she got mixed up 
with a gang. 

This is the way she described 
her experience: “In school, that’s 
where I got mixed up with this 
gang. You're 11 or 12, maybe. 

“This kid, he carries a gun 
around with him. That makes him 
pretty tough. So he’s the leader 
of the gang, a big shot. You think 
he’s pretty wonderful. You'd give 
anything to be his girl friend. So 
you do things for him. You steal 
things and give them to him to 
hock. It’s exciting being the girl 
friend of a big shot. 

“You aren’t afraid of anything, 
anybody. You can thumb your 


ynose at the toughest cop on the 


block. And the gang does things 
for you. A new coat. A bracelet. 
You don’t care where they get 
them. The thing is you've got 
them now. Without the gang all 
you've got is an empty tenement 
full of nothing.”

ECENTLY the New York City 
Youth Board assigned its first 
woman social worker to the 
job of winning the confidence of 
a girl gang in East Harlem. Com- 
posed of the girl friends of mem- 
bers of a large and active street 
gang, the East Harlem girls will 
receive the full-time attention of 
Dorothy B. Fleming. 
No newcomer to this type of 
job, Miss Fleming, herself a Ne-

street gangs and clubs in Central 
Harlem for the New York Wel- 
fare Council. During one phase 
of her activities, she spent weeks 
concentrating on winning the con- 
fidence of the girl friends of a 
certain gang. She was finally suc- 
cessful and the girls knowing 
that she could be counted on for 
help, brought her their problems 
—of trouble in school for carry- 
ing guns for their boy friends, 
family trouble over coming home 
drunk from gang celebrations, 
trouble with the police over petty 
thefts. 

“But,” says Dorothy Fleming. 
“there is also the other side of 
the picture. In many cases the 
aggressive actions of the boys 
have their source in girls. The 
gang boy thinks he acquires pres- 
tige by belonging to a tough gang. 
Some steal so they have money to 
impress the girls. Sometimes it 
is a girl who touches off a gang

war by encouraging members of 
rival gangs to compete for her af- 
fections.” 

Occasionally when things are 
extra dull in their own neighbor- 
hoods, the war counselors of 
various gangs will meet and plan 
an inter-borough battle. Last 
April the strategy “men” of a 
couple of Brooklyn street gangs 
got together and sent a challenge 
to some picked gangs in Manhat- 
tan. The Manhattan gangs ac- 
cepted the dare and the battle, 
or rumble, was set for Easter Sun- 
day morning and the “turf,” or 
field of battle, was set for Coney 
Island.

HE Brooklyn gangs made such 
7 elaborate preparations for the 

event that wind of their activi- 
ties got to the District Attorney. 
The police were notified and 
youth squad workers called on 
the leaders of the involved gangs. 
The battle did not come off, but 
police confiscated a truckload of 
homemade weapons, including zip 
guns, broomstick handles studded 
with 10-penny nails, bludgeons 
and knives.

One is a knuckle 
mitt fashioned by winding a 
leather belt around the knuckles 
with a heavy belt buckle fastened 
at the outside of the fist. The 
other is the garbage-can brass 
knuckle which fits over the fist 
and tears flesh to ribbons when 
the rounded surface of the han- 
dle is filed to sharp ridges.

UTHORITIES emphasize that 
Aw all street gangs in New 

York are made up of “bad 
boys.”” Some bad gangs have even 
“reformed” and are doing their 
best to go straight. George W. 
Goetschius, head worker at the 
Hamilton House neighborhood 
center, tells a story of how six 
months ago 15 young hoodlums 
of the Cherry Street gang raided 
Hamilton House, looted the place, 
robbed the children and stabbed 
the acting director. 


Finally this young gang of ma- 
rauders was made to see the fu- 
tility of their actions and they re- 
organized as an athletic club un- 
der the direction of Hamilton 
House, with club rooms of their 
own. But now because the 
neighborhood center lacks funds, 
the boys are in danger of losing 
their club rooms. 


“Those kids have come a long 
way since that day they raided 
the center,” Goetschius says. “But 
if they lose their anchorage now, 
there’s no telling what will hap- 
pen.” 

A police spokesman recently 
summed up the entire gang situ- 
ation in New York in these words: 

“I don’t think kids look on par- 
ents, teachers and the police with 
the same respect they did 40 
years ago. 

“Society has missed the boat 
somewhere along the line. The 
kids seem to be conditioned by 
the state of the world. 

“We used to play with broom- 
sticks, and now they all want to 
play with guns.” |

Herewith is 
the first of a series of articles giving an up-to-the-minute picture - 
of this fighting man of peace to whom the democratic world looks 
for a victory in Korea, feared tinderbox of a third world war. The

CHAPTER ONE. 


HEN Douglas MacArthur 
W stew to Korea for a 16-hour 

examination of that war, and 
the news was announced, a costly 
panic in the New York Stock Ex- 
change was checked; the Bourse 
reacted favorably, and hundreds 
of millions of human beings 
breathed easier. 

Yet, MacArthur journeyed to 
Korea in an unarmed air trans- 
port, exuded no discernible fire 
from his nostrils, rattled no saber, 
has characteristically meager 
forces at his command, and is 70 
years old. 

But his brief presence in Ko- 
rea reassured a jittery Western 
World that, having cast its die, 
the United States was now pre- 
pared to see the matter through 
to a finish. 

MacArthur has become a leg- 
end in his own time; a symbol 
of American might and deter- 
mination. Given a gray goatee 
and suitable trappings, he could 
readily pass.as Uncle Sam. 

Douglas MacArthur's lives have 
been more numerous than _ the 
Bengal Lancer, an intrepid fic- 
tional figure to whom he has 
been compared. In addition to his 
often fabulous military career, he 
has been a_ successful educator 
(West Point), an athletic director 
(1928 United States Olympic 
team), and an administrator on a 
broad scale (Japan). 

He, an American military hero 
who may be remembered in his- 
tory with Washington, rather than 
with Jackson, Grant, Lee or 
Pershing, has not set foot on his 
native land for 13 years. 

Throughout much of his diffi- 
cult prosecution of the Pacific 
War (he was never granted more 
than 10 per cent of America’s 
war resources, even after V-E 
day) he was lampooned in some 
circles and openly criticized by 
the Navy. 

The “Richard Harding Davis” 
tone of his communiques and pub- 
lic declarations, his ribbons, his 
perfect grooming and the “spit 
and polish” of his staff caused 
him to be regarded in some quar- 
ters aS a poseur, even at that 
pinnacle of his career when, sans 
necktie, he accepted the Japanese 
surrender on the deck of the bat- 


tr.v 


tleship Missouri after helping win 
one of history’s great wars. 

But the country’s basic respect 
and admiration for the man has 
shown itself in the intervening 
years. His democratization of 
Japan—an almost incredible 
achievement—and the decisive 
manner in which he dealt with 
Russians and Communism § in 
Japan, has brought unqualified 
public admiration for this utterly 
unique American. 

The wisdom of his determina- 
tion to stay in harness at an age 
five years beyond what once was 
eonsidered an officer’s limit of 
efficiency, has been repeatedly 
borne out by recent inner crises 
in Japan, the fall of China and 
Communist advances elsewhere in 
Asia. 

Even his one-time detractors 
conceded that the man is gifted 
with a supernatural gift for 
smelling trouble far in advance 
of a blow-off.

ND so it was. with a vast 
A wheeze of relief that the free 

world took note of his visit to 
Korea. There was a general feel- 
ing that, come what may, Mac- 
Arthur was in there handling 
things and the ending would be 
a happy one. 

More than any other American, 
MacArthur has become our Talis- 
man, the epitome of our long 
winning streak. 

Reports of his Korean trip 
struck familiar chords, dusted 
off reassuring memories in the 
United States. It seemed fitting 
as well as typical that, when he 
invited the press to accompany 
him from Tokyo, he chose only 
the chiefs of the various bureaus 
there. Top men. 

It was “pure MacArthur,” too, 
when he refused to run to a 
wooded cover with the others 
when Red Korean planes threat- 
ened to strafe the party. He 
walked, with splendid dignity. 

On the way back to Tokyo 
later that afternoon,: a Russian 
Yak fighter peeled off to make a 
‘pass at MaeArthur’s C-54, which 
he has named “Bataan.” Mac- 
Arthur left his seat in the plane 
and joined the crew up forward. 
A few minutes later he returned,

pears to have found a way to 
veto the encroachment of the 
years. If we were now to em- 
bark on long and exhausting 
war, one has the confidence that 
MacArthur could and would go 
the distance. 

Two years ago his doctors pro- 
nounced him the physical equal 
of a man of 50. At 70 he remains 
physically unchanged; is still the 
classic picture of the tall, erect, 
strong-chinned ‘‘MacArthur the 
Magnificent.” 

His life as overseer of Japan 
has taken on a set pattern. His day 
starts at 7 a.m. when he is awak- 
ened by the arrival of overnight 
messages and reports. 

Propped up in bed, he then dic- 
tates for an hour, bathes, dresses 
and descends the regal staircase 
of his home, the former Amer- 
ican Embassy in Tokyo.

E breakfasts in _ Ielsurely 
H style, with Mrs. MacArthur, 
and then is driven to his head- 


quarters, once a Japanese in- 
surance company office building. 
Dozens of curious Japanese al- 
ways watch’ his entrance, and oc- 
casionally burst into applause. 

He is a confirmed pacer of his 
big, airy office. During confer- 
ences with Japanese and Allied 
leaders, he’ll vault out of his desk

boss-conqueror so scrupulously 
fair and benevolent that nearly 
five years after attaining that po- 
sition the Japanese people still 
marvel. 

Now they, who had been taught 
to hate him, join the rest of the 
anti-Soviet world in looking to 
him as an unparalleled tower of 
strength in an area which threat- 
ens to ignite the whole earth with 
World War III.

» EADING attraction in New 
L_ York galleries, as the season 
was drawing to a close last 
month, was “Dreaming Girl With 
Mandolin,” a new and different 
painting by Max Beckmann, win- 
ner of first prize in Italy’s cur- 
rent international biennial exhi- 
bition at Venice. More than 500,- 
000 tourists are expected to visit 
that great show this summer. 
The Beckmann canvas was 
listed first and accorded excel- 
lent display at Curt Valentin’s 
Buchholz gallery in a group show 
of paintings and sculpture by 
such vital artists as Braque, 
Moore, Klee, leger, Degas and 
Renoir... This new Beckmann re- 
veals the former Washington Uni- 
versity teacher rejoicing in the 
physical realities of existence. An 
almost unmatched strength of 
rhythmic movement marks the 
voluptuous reclining figure, her 
arm behind her head. There are 
suggestions of faces in the wall- 
paper, as in a dream.

As the New York Dress Insti- 
tute and allied groups who make 
up this city’s big style industry 
put the finishing touches on their 
autumn and winter presentation 
of women’s fashions, the stuff 
that the clothes are made of takes 
“top billing” everywhere.

One- 
time secretary to former Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann, Sulfivan, 
a lawyer, was elected to the Sev- 
enty-seventh Congress, defeated 
for re-election, elected to the 
Seventy-ninth Congress, defeated 
for re-election, and elected to the 
Eighty-first. - 

He has not received much pub- 
licity but is couscient‘ous in show- 
ing up for roll call votes and at- 
tending to his congressional 
duties.

From Wimbledon the 
game of tennis spread to other continents, and to Wim- 
bledon the world’s outstanding amateur players travel 
every June to do battle for championships. 

is year, the men’s competition at Wimbledon 
was the widest open in histdry. At least 20 players 
considered capabie of winning the singles crown en- 
tered the competition; the tournament committee 
seeded 16 players—double the number of men named 
in any previous event. Interest was heightened by the 
fact that Ted Schroeder, America’s top-ranking ama- 
teur and last year’s Wimbledon winner, was leaving 
his title undefended. 

In the men’s field were seven Americans, five 
Australians, one South African, an Indian, an Italian 
and Jaroslav Drobny, self-exiled Czech who entered 
the tournament from Egypt. Frank Sedgman, 22-year- 


old Australian Davis Cup star, drew the No. | seeding. 

Californian Louise Brough was the defending 
women’s champion. Other Americans included Mrs. 
Margaret Osborne DuPont of Wilmington, Delaware;

In spectators’ seats about the famed center court, 
the pivoting of heads sometimes reached a clock-tick 
tempo as the ball zipped back and forth across the net. 
Most spectators maintained typical British reserve, 
acknowledging hard-fought exchanges with polite hand- 
clapping. But there was one decided break in the 
crowd's urbanity. This was an unprecedented rhubarb 
by about a thousand spectators, who, when a match 
was halted because of tata, demanded their money 
back or rain checks.

Well, it needn’t. Just pay less atten- 
tion to the mounting thermometer, more to 
your skin temperature! 

At the John B. Pierce Foundation Labora- 
tory of Hygiene in New Haven, Conn., there’s 
a nude young chap by the name of Oscar who 
has been demonstrating scientifically that 
your own body’s “built-in” air-conditioning 
system can do more than you often allow it to 
do to beat the heat. , 

Oscar is not a human being. He’s an asphalt- 
skinned manikin with innards of wire. 

He’s one of the many intricate devices cre- 
ated by Dr. Lovic P. Herrington, and his asso- 
ciates, to measure the physiological effects of 
climate on human beings. Dr. Herrington is 
director of the Laboratory of Hygiene, and Re- 
search Associate in Public Health, at Yale. 

Just as it is with Oscar, the heat produced 
by your own body at rest is equivalent to the 
heat produced by a 100-watt electric bulb. That 
heat determines your internal temperature— 
normally 98.6 degrees. 

The largest organ of your body is your skin. 
It has an area of approximately 20 square feet. 
Its temperature, as shown on Oscar (left), 
varies for different parts of your body. 

You’re most comfortable when the tempera- 
ture of the skin of your feet is near 80 degrees, 
your thighs near 90 degrees and your trunk 
and facial area near 95 degrees 

Your skin temperature, overall, should aver- 
age about 90 degrees. 

But when the weather really gets hot, your 
internal temperature may go up to 99.5. And 
your skin temperature may rise to 95 degrees. 
That’s when you begin to complain. 

Before you decide how to cool off, you should 
know what happens as your body tries to get 
rid of this excess heat: 

Your heart pumps more blood to your legs— 
one of the most effective regions of your cool- 
ing system. This draws blood from your brain. 
This is why you sometimes feel “woozy” or 
“faint” with the heat. When this happens, try 
moderate exercise. Better circulation will lick 
the woozy feeling. 

Here’s a list of simple hot-weather rules, 
suggested by Dr. Herrington, to keep your own

of us have held for vears. Others for the first 
time have been confirmed by laboratory ex- 
periment. 


® Take a tepid bath (about 80 degrees) for half an hour: 


Why a long soaking bath instead of a quick 
shower? Because it takes time to rid yourself 
of stored-up excess heat. Cold shower addicts 
or advocates of a brisk plunge into a chilly lake 
are deluded by the refreshing féeling which 
follows. This lasts for a short time. But the 
cooling effect of a long, soaking bath, Dr. Her- 
rington’s tests have shown, can last for hours. 
If you can’t take a bath, soaking your feet in 
a basin of water will help, too. 


® Eat substantial foods—foods to which you ere ac- 
customed! 


Don’t shift suddenly to “rabbity” or spicy 
diets in hot weather. Substantial food will 
keep your circulation tuned up, your body well 
nourished. Changing abruptly to an exotic 
diet may increase discomfort. 


© Exercise lightly —but don't overexert: 

Light to moderate exercise, especially walk- 
ing or light sports involving use of the legs, 
will increase: circulation, chase ‘“wooziness.” 

If you suddenly feel faint while standing in 
one of today’s oven-like city buses or another 
crowded place where you're hemmed in and 
can't walk, try teetering up and down on your 
toes a few times. It will help. If you feel slug- 
gish while sitting, Dr. Herrington suggests sit- 
ting up straight. An old-fashioned rocking 
chair is ideal for hot weather. Rocking helps 
the circulation. 


© Wear light clothes: 
This not only means light-colored (prefer-

ably white to reflect, not absorb, the sun's 
rays) but light in weight. 


© Salt pills will help: 

Your body’s cooling system needs replenish- 
ing. You throw off 100 calories of heat per hour. 
In doing so, you perspire salt as well as water, 
so in hot weather it is helpful to restock your 
salt supply. You can do this by taking an oc- 
casional salt pill. Just how often is for you— 
or your doctor-to decide. (For some people, 
salt may not be desirable.) 

Visitors to Dr. Herrington’s laboratory are 
frequently startled by the amount of perspira- 
tion a person loses on a hot day. A housewife 
doing light kitchen work may lose a galion a 
day, a man doing heavy work, three! 

What kind of. beverages. should you drink? 
Water is universally acceptable for restoring 
liquid lost through perspiration. But such 
liquids as pop, cola, tea or coffee, containing 
caffeine, can be helpful in another way. The 
caffeine in them stimulates circulation. 


© Seek out air-conditioned places: 

This may sound obvious, but there is more 
to it than many suspect. Many people com- 
plain of “sudden chilling” experienced when 
going from a hot street to a “cold” movie. 

“But actually,” says Dr. Herrington, “the 
temperature in many air-conditioned places 
may be the same as the street. But the air is 
drier. Evaporation is accelerated, giving a 
feeling of coolness.”’ 

One of the new type home de-humidifiers 
can be used to keep the moisture in the air at 
a comfortable level, too. 

And finally, Dr. Herrington has one more 
tip. It’s entirely psychological. 

Stop looking at that darn thermometer! 
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SWEAT TANK on scales enables scientists to measure 
exact perspiration loss under controlled conditions.

Buying the tights, Ivy walked a 
wire 75 feet above nearby San 
Pedro Lake, to the accompani- 
ment of a carnival band. He be- 
came famous almost overnight. 

Getting a job in a small, flea- 
bitten circus, the Boy Aerialist 
found himself stranded in Evans- 
ville, Ind., at the age of 14. When

Balloon Shot Down 


By 1885, when he was 19, he was 
taking on stunts like crossing 600 
feet from the Seal Rocks to Cliff 
House in San Francisco, without 
a net. He is also credited with 
being the second man in Amer- 
ica to make a parachute jump. 
In the early 90s, he and his “El 
Globo Captivo” (captive balloon) 
were the darlings of all Mexico. 
In America, he was known as the 
King of the “Chute Jumpers.” 
For variety, he perfected his 
“Pyrotechnical Funambulist Act” 
(diving from a burning tower) 
and sliding down a 1,500 foot wire 
at Denver’s Elitch Gardens. 
Twice he lent his talents to his 
country, once as chief scout in the 
Spanish-American War (he had 


his balloon shot out from under 
him at the Battle of Santiago), 
and in World War I. 

During the ’20s, thousands of 
people flocked to see him perform 
every weekend at Eldorado 
Springs, Colo., as he walked 582 
feet above the canyon floor. By 
1928, his wife (she died two years 
ago), his two sons, and his 
daughter talked him into “retir- 
ing.” In spite of the fact that he 
had at one time or another, 
broken almost every bone in his 
body, he came out of retirement 
several times. 


‘*Plain Foolishness"’ 


At 84, he is still fearless. Two 
years ago, when he insisted on 
celebrating his 82d birthday, he. 
let relatives talk him into walking 
a wire only 125 feet above South 
Boulder Canyon (right). “Plain 
foolishness,” protested the Pro- 
fessor. “You can get hurt just as 
bad at 125 feet as at 500!” 
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1922: at 56, Baldwin thrilled fans at Eldorado Springs, Colo.

MOTORING 


150 miles on a 


gallon of gas? 


One driver did it—take a tip from him on 


how you can save gas . . . BY KARL KOHRS 


ig YOU EVER get 150 miles per gallon of 
gas in your car (and it could hap- 
pen), you can thank oil research scien- 
tists for showing you how. 

Right now, in Wood River, Ill., some 
30 researchers are tuning up a fleet of 
their own cars, making special gas- 
saving adjustments. 

These men are scientists and engi- 
neers in the Shell Oil Co.’s Wood River 
laboratories, and they’ll test their skill 
at gas-saving in a “mileage marathon” 
over a 14-mile highway course in Sep- 
tember. 

Their goal: to beat the record—150- 
miles-per-gallon—set by R. J. Green- 
Shields, winner of last year’s mara- 
thon! Even the loser got almost 40 
miles per gallon. 

Greenshields and his fellow scien- 
tists jockeyed their “souped down” cars 
along at an average 11 miles an hour. 


Top Speed: 20 Miles an Hour 


Greenshields, for example, would 
scoot his car ahead with motor at full 
throttle until he hit 20 miles an hour. 
Then he would shut off the motor and 
coast almost to a standstill. 

To decrease tire friction, treads were 
whittled down to a thin edge, then in- 
flated to a suicidal 110 pounds. To cut 
resistance more, bearings were lubri- 
cated with thin oil. 

With the engine running only a few 
seconds at a time, the problem wasn't 
keeping it cool, but keeping it hot. So

drivers masked radiators (see photo), 
removed fan belts, swathed manifolds. 

Outlandish as their driving was, 
Greenshields and the others simply 
were exaggerating certain factors of 
car operation that will some day help 
Save you gas.

© Use moderate speed. At 40 m.p.h. you 
can get 20 miles to the gallon. At 70, 
little more than 10 miles per gallon. 
(The Plymouth Division of Chrysler 
Corp. reported recently that stock cars, 
in a 165-mile highway test, saved one 
gallon in every four when drivers ran 
at 50 m.p.h. rather than 70 m.p.h. ) 


® Constant speed: in level driving or hill 
climbing, it’s important to hold a 
steady speed. You don’t gain by gun- 
ning at the bottom of a hill. 


@ Don't stop ond stert yOur motor unnec- 
essarily. This uses up fuel. 


© The faster you accelerate, the more gas 
you have to buy! Avoid “jackrabbit” 
starting—racing the engine in low, sec- 
ond and high. Get into overdrive or top 
gear as soon as possible. Going into 
overdrive at 35 m.p.h. will increase your 
mileage about 8 miles a gallon! 


e if you can coast sofely (rarely possible), 
do so. It saves fuel. 


@ Check your brokes: dragging brakes 
make the engine pull harder, cost gas. 


© Proper maintenance: Periodic check on 
ignition, carburation and lubrication 
will save you gas money. |

OW SANE is modern art? 

The pictures on the opposite page have 
heated up this familiar controversy. They were 
put on exhibition recently by Patricia Tate, a 
portrait painter, at Manhattan's Arthur Brown 
Gallery. Four are the works of sane, estab- 
lished, modern artists. The other six were 
painted by mental patients at Massachusetts 
Metropolitan Hospital in Boston. Look at them 
closely. Can you tell them apart? 

The striking similarity, in the opinion of 
Dr. Earnest Hooton, Harvard anthropologist, 
is due to the fact that most modern painters 
are “in a state of confusion” and the rest are 
either fakes or imitators. 

“I may be old fashioned,” he says, “but I 
believe that the bulk of modern art is bunk.” 


Everything Is Confused 


The epposite view is taken by art critic Alfred 
A. Brooks who believes that if the modern 
artist wants to paint confusion it in no way 
indicates that the artist himself is confused. 
“He is merely reflecting the times,” says Brooks. 

However, Dr. Dallas Pratt, psychiatric ad- 
viser to the National Mental Health Founda- 
tion, feels it is a meaningless waste of time to 
try to compare true art with the painting of 
the schizophrenic. This, he feels, harms both 
fields—modern art and mental therapy.

‘ Collectors scour beaches, 


mountains and quarries 


for semi-precious stones 


N THE QUARRIES Of Vermont, in the canyons of 
the Rockies, on Pacific beaches (see photos), 
the rockhounds are in full cry. 

A rockhound makes a hobby of collecting semi- 
precious stones — agate, amethyst, iron pyrite 
(“fool's gold’), jasper or petrified wood. 

There are about two million rockhounds in the 
U.S. Organized in hundreds of clubs, they meet 
for lectures.and field trips. Many clubs buy pro- 
fessional cutting and polishing equipment. Mem- 
bers can buy rough semi-precious stones from 
collectors at from 50 cents to $5.00 a pound. 

Occasionally, rockhounds make news. In Wy- 
oming, a rockhound unearthed a 300-pound piece 
of jade.
